Four  cases  of  suspected  meat  were  examined,  two  were 
condemned  and  destroyed  and  two  were  allowed  as  fit  for  food. 

During  the  year  five  schools  were  closed  during  the  month 
of  July,  through  the  prevalence  of  Influenza.  Two  schools 
again,  in  October,  whilst  in  November  and  December  eight 
schools  were  closed  through  the  same  prevailing  disease,  in 
each  case  for  14  days  or  more. 
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Bacteriological  Examinations  : — 

Two  samples  were  submitted,  one,  milk,  found  to  be  tuber¬ 
cular,  after  which  the  cow  was  destroyed,  and  one  for  a 
suspected  case  of  Typhoid.  Result  in  this  case,  negative.
